LONDON, Jan. 5.—The survivors of 
the British steamship Persia, which 
Was torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
last Thursday, reached Alexandria, 
Egypt, according to the account sent 
by Reuter’s correspondent at thar 
point, bearing traces of shock and 
hardship. Most of them had badly 
bruised and bandaged limbs. One wom 
an is in a hospital with a broken lég. 
The tragedy enacted so rapidly 
that the survivors gay they hardly rea!- 
ized what happened. The passengers 
were sitting quietly at luncheon, every 
one tn goud humor and an atmosphere 
of gayety prevailing. Five minutes later 
those who escaped were in boats or 
clinging to wreckage and the luxurious 
liner was completely undér water.

Passengers at Luncheon. 

Luncheon had just started when thee 
came a terrific explosion. The liner 
trembled violently and a moment later 
listed sharply to port. Only those wh) 
left their seats instantly and those who 
had not yet come down to the dining 
sulon had any chance to scape. 

Many appeared paralyzed with fear and 
sat as if glued to their seats. Their in- 
decision was fatal, as the water poured 
in and the list increased. Some of those 
who gained the deck lost their footing 
and slipped immediately into the sea, 
while others were swept away by waves. 
It was possible to launch boats onjy on 
one side of the ship, and an te 
promptest action by officers and crew 
enabled them to launch four boats. 

All Praise Crew. 

All the passengers praise the coolness 
and quickness of the crew. There was 
no signs of panic. Every one made the 
most of the few remaining moments. 

One young woman described her ex- 
perience as follows: 

“I was just sitting down at the table 
when the explosion occurred. 

“I ran at once to my cabin for a life 
preserver and twice was thrown down 
in the passage by the roeking of 
ship. I got to my cabit. snatched a ‘Alte 
belt and rushed to the deck. I had the 
utmost difficulty in keeping my footin.: 
and was agaln thrown down. I! reached 
the deck, the liner lurched heavily” and 
I fell. 

“Although badly shaken and bruised 
I quickly managed to adjust the life 
belt and jumped into the sea, where | 
Was rescued 15 minutes later.’’ 

Two bank clerks going to 'gypt 
rushed to the bridge and dived into the 
water, from which théy were saved. 
Mothers who went ih quest of their 
children never returned. Only two of 
the 66 children on board were saved. 

Chief Officer Saved. 

The chief officer is said™to have been

The chief officer 
of the Persia, however. believes that 
this is improbable and that if other 
bcats were seen as some of the passen- 
declare, they were empty boats 

broke loose from the steamer as 
turned over and went to the bot- 

This view is supported by the 
other surviving officers. 

The survivors tost nearly everything 
they owned and durtng the W hours they 
spent in the boats suffered severely 
from the cold. None of them had warm 
clothing. There was a sufficient supply 
of water and provisions, however, as the 
boats already were stocked in accor- 
dance with marine regulations. 

Everything possible is being done here 
for the comfort of the survivors. Charles 
Grant of Boston, who so far as known 
is the only American now able to tell 
the story of the disaster, ts a guest on 
board the United States cruiser Des 
Moines. 

Sixty-three Lascars among the sur- 
vivors include a fireman and several!

Commons Passes Measure to Speed 
Munition Making.: 

LONDON, Jan. 5.—The House of Com- 
mons yesterday passed a bill designed 
te facilitate the output of munitions. 
The bill is in the form of an amend- 
ment to the munitions act. 

In appealing for the passage of the 
measure David Lloyd George, Minis- 
ter of Munitions, said: 

“I hope the commons will not render 
more difficult the task of turning out 
munitions—a task more serious than I 
dare tell. “7? 

“Everything depends upon it. The 
length of the war depends upon it. Ev- 
erything depends upon whether we turn 
out munitions in sufficient quantities to 
bring the campaign to an end this year. 

“That does not depend on the sol- 
diers, who have done their task hero- 
lcally,. It depends entirely upon—I say 
it in all solemnity—the workmen of this 
country doing what the workmen of 
France have done; frankly setting aside 
conditions, throwing themselves into 
the work and sticking to their work 
shops. Unless they do that I cannot 
tell what the result will be. 

“But I can tell what the result if 
they do so. They and they alone will 
achieve victory for this empire and the 
human race, and will reflect credit upon 
the labor movement.”

PHOENIX, Ariz., Jan. 5.—George W. 
P. Hunt, Governor of Arizona, has writ- 
ten to Gov. Hiram W. Johnson of Cal- 
ifornia, asking co-operation in a move- 
ment to extend the boundaries of Ari- 
zona and California southward as far 
as the Gulf of California. Various Ari- 
zona commerejal organizations are the 
originators of the scheme, the _ idea 
heing virtually to purchase the land 
necessary to the extension. 

An offer by the United States to can- 
cel all indemnity claims for loss of life 
and damage to property during the 
Mexican revolution in return for this 
land which would straighten the south- 
ern boundary line of Arizona and give 
California a strip of Lower California, 
is the plan. It has been pointed out 
that such an annexation would . give 
Arizona a port on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia and bring under American control 
the mouth of the Colorado River and 
the entire Imperial Valley irrigation 
system.

Secret Agreement by Directors of 
Niagara Falis Company Is.

IN BARALONG CASE 


Deliberate Murder of Crew of 
German Submarine Which At- 
tacked Nicosian Was Alleged. 


LONDON; Jan. 5.—The sinking of the 
White Star liner Arabic, the destruc- 
tion of a British submarine by a Ger- 
man destroyer on the Danish coast and 
the submarine attack on the British 
steamer Ruel are the three incidents 
that Sir Edward Grey, the British For- 
eign Secretary, suggests for submission 
to some impartial tribunal for investi- 
gation, together with the case of the 
Baralong. 

The Foreign Secretary’s proposal is in 
reply to a memorandum from the Ger- 
man Government presented through 
the American Ambassador, complaining 
of circumstances alleged to have at- 
tended the destruction of a German sub- 
marine by the British auxiliary cruiser 
Baralong. The three incidents which 
he mentions occurred within 48 hours 
of the time the Baralong sank the sub- 
marine. 

Sir Bdward suggests that an impartial 
tribunal might be composed of officers 
of the United States navy. 

‘His majesty’s Government,’’ wrote 
the Foreign Secretary in his reply, a 
brief official statement, concerning 
which was made yesterday, and the de- 
tails of which were given out today, 
‘“‘note with great satisfaction, although 
some surprise, the anxiety now ex- 
pressed by the German Government 
that the principles of civilized warfare 
should be vindicated. It is true that 
the incident which suddenly reminded 
Germany that such principles exist is 
one in which the alleged criminals are 
British and not German, but his majes- 
ty’s Government do not for a moment 
suppose that it is the intention to re- 
strict unduly the scope of any judicial 
investigation which it is thought proper 
to institute. 

“Absurd” to Consider Single Case. 

“It js evident that to single out the 
case of the Baralong for particular ex- 
amination would be the height of ab- 
surdity. Even were the allegations on 
which the German Government rely <c- 
cepted as they stand—and his majesty’s 
Government do not so accept them-—the 
charge against the commander and crew 
of the Baralong is negligible compared 
with crimes which seem to have been 
deliberately committed by German of- 
ficers both on land and sea against com- 
batants and noncombatants. 

“His Majesty’s Government is. pre- 
pared for the present to confine any 
judicial investigation to charges made 
against German and British officers at 
sea, and is even content to call atten- 
tion to three naval incidents which oc- 
curred during the same 48 hours in the 
course of which the Baralong sank the 
submarine and rescued the Nicosian.”’ 

Charge in Case of the Reul. 

The reply then mentions the three in- 
cidents already noted. In the case of 
the steamer Reul it is alleged that the 
crew of the submarine fired shrapnel 
at the crew of the steamer in boats, 
killing one man and wounding eight 
others. | 

Does Not Deny Baralong Charges. 

Sir Edward’s reply makes no denial 
that the facts regarding the sinking of 
the German submarine are essentially as 
alleged in the affidavits from. the six 
Americans, muleteers on the Nicosian. 
These charge that the Baralong raised 
the American flag and signalled that 
she was a merchantman coming to res- 
cue the Nicosian’s crew. The Baralong, 
it is alleged, crept up behind the sub- 
marine and opened fire, continued firing 
on the submarine’s crew after they were 
in the water and even killed in cold 
blood several who later were found on 
board the Nicosian. It is also: charged 
that the British commander gave defi- 
nite orders to take no prisoners, 

“By reason of this evidence,’”’ con- 
cludes the German note, “there is no 
doubt that Commander MacBride of the 
Baralong gave his crew the command 
not to make prisoners certajn helpless, 
unarmed German seamen, but to kill 
them in a cowardly manner; also that 
his crew obeyed the order and thus 
shared the guilt for murder. 

Expects Proceedings for Murder. 

“The German Government informed 
the British * Rioeonagen of this terrible 
deed and take it for granted that the 
latter, when they have examined the 
facts in the case and the affidavits, will 
immediately take proceedings for mur- 
der against the commander of the Bara- 
longthe crew concerned in the murder 
and will punish them according to the 
laws of war. 

“They await in a very short time from 
the British Government that they have 
instituted proceedings for the expiation 
for this shocking incident. Afterwards 
they await information of the result of 
the proceedings, which should be has- 
tened as much as possible tn order that 
they may convince themselves that the 
deed has been punished by sentence of 
corresponding severity. Should they be 
disappointed in this expectation they 
would consider themselves obliged to 
make serious decisions as to retribution 
for the unpunished crime.” 

German Description of Attack. 

The Baralofg’s attack ts described in 
the German note as follows: 

“All the witnesses clearly noticed that 
the Baralong flew the American flag at 
the stern and carried on her sides large 
shields with the American flug. As the 
steamer carried the distinguishing marks 
of a neutral ship and showed signals 
that she was willing to assist and as 
there was nothing in her outward ap- 
pearance to indicate her warlike char- 
acter, the crew in the lifeboats pre- 
sumed she was meray concerned with 
their rescue. 

“While the submarine was firing at 
close range on the Nicosian, the Baru. 
long came up behind the latter and 
opened fire, at firat with small arms 
and immediately afterwards with can- 
non which had been hidden up to that 
lime by screens and were only visible 
when the latter were removed. The wit.

LOUS WAS 60,000 


OFFICERS AND MEN 


11,000 Were Killed in Battles 
Extending From Sept. 25 to 
Oct. 8. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—The British cas- 
ualties in the battle of Loos, France, 
last September, totaled 2378 officers and 
57,288 men, according to an announce- 
ment made in the House of Commons 
this afternoon by Harold J. Tennant, 
Parlimentary Under Secretary for War.

“The men clinging to the ropes were 
killed, partly by gun fire and partly by 
rifle, while the witnesses were boarding 
the Baralong from the life boats. The 
witness Curran also testified that the 
commander ordered men to line up 
against the rail and shoot at the help- 
less German seamen in the water. 

‘‘Next the Baralong steamed along- 
side the Nicosian, made fast, and then 
ordered men to board the Nicosian and 
search for German sailors who had 
taken refuge there. The witnesses Pal- 
en (Bud Emerson Palen of Detroit), 
and Curran testified that the command- 
er gave a definite order to take no pris- 
oners. Four German sailors were found 
on the Nicosian and killed. The com- 
mander. of the submarine succeeded in 
escaping to the bows of the Nicosian. 
He sprang into the. water and swam 
around to the bow of the Baralong. 
English seamen immediately fired on 
him, although he raised his hands as a 
sign of surrender. They continued to 
fire until he was killed by a shot in the 
neck. 

Four Bodies Seen on Nicosian. 

“The witnesses were temporarily or- 
dered back on the Nicosian where Cur- 
ran saw-all four bodies, which were 
thrown ovesboard in the afternoon. The 
commander of the Baralong requested 
the captain of the Nicosian to impress 
on his crew, especially the American 
members, to say nothing about the mat- 
ter at Liverpool or.on their return to 
America:”’ 

The Daily News, in an editorial today 
pointing out what it terms’ incon- 
sistencies in the Baralong evidence, says 
it is possible, even probable, that sea 
warfare since the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and the Arabic, has assumed a de- 
gree of savagery which formerly was 
inconceivable. 

“The Germans,’ says the Daily News, 
‘have torn up kindly sea _ traditions, 
and iteis idle to expect that their exam- 
ple should be wholly uncontagious. 
When the war is ended, it will be one er 
the most urgent and difficult tasks or 
civilization to re-establish them. 

“So far as the German protest is con- 
cerned, Sir Edward Grey’s half ironical 
offer to submit all cases to an impartial 
tribunal is a fair enough reply.”’

AGAINST OVERSEA INVASION 


English Publisher Advises America to Adopt a 
Strong Policy of Preparedness—Country Eaten 
- Up With Pacifism and Commercialism”. 


LONDON, 
proprietor of the London Times and 


Daily Mail and other publications, has 
written a 700-word statement for the 
United Press for publication in Amer?- 
can newspapers. After discussing vari- 
ous aspects of the war, he has the‘fol- 
lowing to say about preparedness in the 
United States: 

“By voluntary enlistment of free men, 
we already possess one of the world’s 
largest armed forces. Your position 
tcday is not at all unlike ours before 
the war. You are eaten up with com- 
rercialism and pacificism, as we were, 


and you are not in such a good position 


as we are, by reason of the iack of 
unity of the races that now compose 
the United States. 

“On the other hand, you offer the 
same temptation to any hungry and ag- 
gressive enemy that we did. You have 
lots of money, few soldiers and com- 
paratively few sailors. Troops can be 
moved to your shores from hostile coun- 
tries in little more than the time it 
took to move bodies from New York 
to Boston 200 years ago. 

“The fact that we have been able to 
transport at least a million soldiers 
across the sea shows that any Euro- 
pean or Oriental nation could, if you 
were unprepared (as you are), ship them 
to you. 

“England, France and other allies are 
grateful for the sympathy they have 
received from large numbers of Amer- 
icans. Some 10,000 Americans, a number 
of whom already have become officers, 
have shown their loyalty to the cause 
of democracy, freedom and individual- 
ism by enlisting in our army, either 
through Canada or direct. One of these 
officers, an extremely able young artil- 
lery officer, said to me yesterday: ‘We 


Americans are not fighting with yor 


Jan. 5.—Lord Northcliffe, 


for King and country. We are fighting 
for the liberty of the world and be- 
cause it is our duty.’” 

In conclusion Lord Northcliffe says: 

“Personally, I doubt that the United 
States will really prepare for amy war. 
There will be an immense amount of 
talk, as there was with us, and you will 
have persons like our late Lord Roberts 
preaching wisdom, but his views will be 
drowned in such melodies as ‘I didn’t 
raise my boy,’ etc. 

“One day the Laplanders or the Green- 
landers or some other nation (you can 
change the words as you choose) will 
notice that you are rich and pacifist and 
will come and take what they want. 
How would you like us to interfere when 
they had accomplished part of their 
task and you were not yet ready, and 
for us to cry peace, when, say, the Lap- 
landers or Greenlanders were occupying 
Oregon, the State of Washington, per- 
haps California, places as you know are 
extremely accessible to the Laplanders. 
That is how we feel about peace-making 
before we are ready to impose the terms 
that we think necessary to the freedom 
of the world. 

"We have the German tiger where we 
want him, and we mean to put him back 
in his own cage, well-tamed and with his 
fangs drawn. Finally the main policy 
of Great Britain is: 

“First, to keep German ships off the 
sea so long as a single German soldier 
remains in allies’ territory, and so long 
as an indemnity to Belgium, France and 
Russia is unpaid, and secondly, as I 
mentioned in a previous statement, to 
the United Press, to enlist every avall- 
able man by voluntary recruiting and 
compulsion. My statement regarding 
compulsion was received with a how!

Gasoline which was selling at 8 cents 
a gallon in St. Louis early in Septem- 
her, is now 17 cents a gallon. This was 
for No. 3 grade, used principally for 
automobile purposes during the summer 
montns. The prices of No. 2 and No. 1 
have also been doubled. Inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch shows that prices have 
udvanced in every city in the country, 
the St. Louis price being among the 
lowest. 

Gasoline prices in St. Louis have been 
subject to remarkable manipulation dur- 
ing the last two years. The Standard 
Ol Co. of Indiana, soon after being re- 
admitted to Missouri by modification of 
the ouster decree by the Supreme Court, 
began reducing the price of gasoline. 
The independents, who nad entire con- 
trol of the gasoline business in Missouri 
while the Standard was shut out under 
ihe Supreme Court decree, had put the 
price up to17% cents a gallon for No. 3 
grade, Standard Oil sells out one grade 
of gasoline for automobile use, and Nov. 
4, 1913, it cut the price from 17% cents to 
io, and one week later reduced the price 
io 14%. Dec, 2 it was further reduced to 
14, and by April 1, 1914, it had been re- 
duced to 12, and by August, 1916, the 
yrice was Ccown to § cents. The inde- 
pendents met all of the cuts made by 
Standard Oil.

SHOOTS BROTHER 


IN STRUGGLE FOR 
REVOLVER IN HOME 


Older Son Wounded While Try- 
ing to Wrest Weapon From 
Younger One. 


Stephen Ventimiglia, 22 years old, is 
in a serious condition at the city hos- 
pital from a bullet wound received at 
7 p. m. yesterday when a revolver in 
the hands of his brother, Vincent, 17 
years old, was discharged while the two 
were scuffling in the hall of their home, 
805 North Seventh street.

BUTLER ESTATE WINS SUIT 
BROUGHT BY THEATER MANAGERS 


Judge Dismisses Action to Force 
Building Owners Into Ren?wal 
of Building Lease. 

Circuit Judge Rassieur yesterday dis- 
missed the suit of the Grand Avenue 
Amusement Co. to compel the Edward 
Butler estate to renew a lease of a 
storeroom at the southwest corner of 
Grand avenue and Arsenal! street to the 
plaintiff for five years. The petition 
also asked that the estate be enjoined 
from evicting the amusement company, 
The company leased the premises for 
a moving picture show in 1909 for five 
years, with the privilege of renewal.

ROEDER, 


Mr. Gutmann is looked upon as an 
authority in all financial matters. He 
is what they call in Germany ‘“‘close to 
the administration,” and his advice on 
financial matters is readily sought, om 
sidered and accepted. 

He is especially: well remembered by 
those Americans who found themselves 
stranded in Germany at the veginning of 
[the war as the banker who went to 
Judge Gerard, the American Ambassa- 
dor in Berlin, and offered to cash all 
American checks and notes without ex- 
tra compensation as long as they were 
Stamped by the United States embassy 
or by a United States Consul in Ger- 
many. Mr. Gerard says he can never 
forget Mr. Gutmann’s great generosity 
in times of real need. 

Before he took active iiieaens of ‘the 
Dresdener Bank in Berlin, which was 
founded by his father, and its many 
branches throughout Germany ané 
elsewhere in Europe, Herr Gutmann 
was for years the manager of the Dres- 
dener Bank in London. Thus he be- 
came thoroughly familiar with Great 
Britain’s financial affairs, a knowledge 
possessed by very few and which toddy 
stands him to greatest advantage. 

Later he became the chief managing 
director and founder of the Deutsche 


Egypt and Turkey. In connection with 
that post Herr Gutmann had occasion 
to travel all through Persia and Mo- 
rocco and other parts of the East, 
where he was engaged in the study of 
financial conditions. 

Polish Relief Fund. 
Just now he Is prominently connected 
with the Polish Relief Fund, in connec- 
tion with the Rockefeller Foundation. 
All in all, Herr Gutmann well deserves 
to be regarded as one -of the leading 
authorities on financial affairs in Ger- 
many. 

In order to learn just what the actual 
financial conditions were the writer 
Called tpon Herr Gutmann at the Dres- 
dener Bank, close to the imperial pal- 
ace in Berlin. Ambassador Gerard in 
Berlin had given a card of introduc- 
tion. 

Herr Gutmann was told that Amer- 
jicans were particularly anxious to learn 
about the financial affairs in Germany, 
realizing that money matters, in a war 
such as the one raging in Europe now, 
were of the foremost importance. 

Herr Gutmann dictated his views in 
German, translated them into English, 
and sent them to me with a note in 
which he said: 

“It is a pleasure for me to give you 
this interview, because it is of great 
importance for the future of our rela- 
tions to America that our splendid and 
sound position not only militarily but 
also financially is understood. Allow 
me to add that America, in my opinion, 
neglected her duty and her own inter- 
est not to provide us with cotton and 
foodstuffs, and that it will take time 
after peace for German people to for- 
get this!’’ 

Mr. Gutmann’s statemeat follows: 
“Before the war broke out, expected 
by nobody in Germany, the opinion 
was widely spread abroad that in- 
dustrialism had been overstrained in 
Germany. The value which this ex- 
traordinary development of the Ger- 
man industry during the last decen- 
nium represents for us, has been 
clearly demonstrated by the war, for 
only its high standing rendered it pos- 
sible to satisfy as promptly and amply 
as done the remarkably large exigencies 
for all kinds’ of goods necessary for 
belligerence. 


Now Directing

generally practiced in Germany, big 
sums had been written off, so that prac- 
tically everybody by the sale of their 
large profits at 
prices considerably exceeding those at 
which they had been taken into the 
balance. 

“The large supplies of all kinds of 
goods at harfa in Germany which be- 
sides had been added to by the equally 
remarkable ample supplies found in 
those parts of Belgium, France and 
Western Russia occupied by German 
troops, were of the greatest use for 
our War Department. They nearly ren- 
dered us independent of new imports 
from abroad. 

“The requirements with regard to 
goods of every description necessary 
for the war are so abundantly pro- 
vided for that Germany is tn a posi- 
tion to carry on the war as iong as 
it may be necessary. 

The organization created by the Gov- 
ernment with a view to ascertain, to 
collect and to judiciously distribute the 
goods at hand, an organization which 
always considers foremost the require- 
ments of the army, has had unexpected- 
ly favorable results. An additional ef- 
fect is the voluntary delivery, by the 
patriotic population of goods as clothes 
and blankets, military outfits, metals, 
etc.

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| mobilization of. the army the whole 
merchandise und passenger traffic was 
re-established. It grew from month to 
month, and at the end of one year of 
war returns of the railroads from the 
traffic of goods were as high as those 
in time of peace: 

“Also the banking system, so impor- 
tant for the maintenance of economic 
organization, has in a remarkable way 
stood the test. The nervousness, quite 
justifiable, which manifested itself in 
the last days previous to the outbreak 
of the war, had disappeared in the first 
few days of August, 1914. It is true 
that during the mobilization a heavy 
strain was laid on the money market, 
as not only the military authorities drew 
money to the extent of several, million 
marke, but also the civil population 
thesaurized enormous sums partly for 
equipment of those leaving for the front, 
partly induced by a certain anxiety 
which at first arose and is readily to 
be understood, which, however, 800” 
subsided. 

“How -quickly and to wnat extent gold 
has since been delivered to the Imperial 
Bank, is clearly shown by the bank '3{ 
weekly reports, the publication of which, 
contrary to tl ose of the Bank of France, 
was never suspended since the beginning 
of war. Tie gold stock of the Imperial | 
Bank has increased from 1253.2 million ; 
marks as on July 30, 1914, to 2434.8 mil- 
lion marks as at the end of November, 
1915, showing nearly double the amount. 


Exporting Industries Busy 
“Even the exporting industries, 7 which, 


owing to the perils of the transport by 
sea had to encounter great difficulties, 
have soon seen their way to profitably 
continue their activity. They have suc- 
ceeded in a short lapse of time in cre- 
ating an exemplary organization and in 
answering the manifold demands of the 
military authorities by the side of those 
concerns which make it: their special 
task to provide the inland consumption 
or to produce war material. 

“This reorganization of the industry 
and the adaptation to the new require- 
ments were facilitated by the organiza- 
tion already referred to of the control 
of raw material by the Government, 
which availed itself to a great extent of 
the experiences of trade and industry 
by consulting profminent experts. 59 
within a short period companies were 
established, dealing in metals, chemical 
products, corn and colonial goods, 
leather, cotton, wool, etc. 

“On Aug. 4, 1914, already the Parlia- 
ment carried a bill regarding the 
Reichsdarlehenkassen, and, besides, 
special private banks supplying credits 
were started by commercial! circles, as- 
sisted by banking corporations. That 
the existing organization adapted itseif 
splendidly to the new conditions is evi- 
denced by the fact that all these war 
credit banks were hardly applied to and 
that up to now they had to grant credit 
facilities to a very limited extent. 

“The great orders given by the army 
departments and paid for in cash soon 
had an excellent effect on the general 
situaticn, converting the large stocks 
of industry and trade into money. 
Firms which previous to the war were 
indetted to the banks for sums up to 
five, ten and more million marks soon 
had similar high cash balances at their 


disposal. 
“In Germany the credit banks have 


at no time, not even on the days be- 
fore and after the outbreak of the war, 
when great excitement prevailed every- 
where, interrupted their activity; they 
have satisfied without the least restric- 
tion all claims for repayments of funds, 
they have not forced any one of their 
debtors to settle their accounts; on the 
contrary, they willingly granted new 
credits which, for the most/part, how- 
ever, have meanwhile been refunded. 
“The capacity of the banks is evi- 
denced by the fact that the Dresdener 
Bank (f. i.) had already fully paid up 
at the date of the first installment the 
total amount of 750,000,000 marks sub- 
scribed for by its clients in the~third 
war loan, after having paid for ap- 
proximately the equal amount in the 
preceding two war loans. 

Reichsbank Saved Situation, 
“Paramount to the banks and a cen- 
ter of the money market was the 
Reichsbank, which, under the manage- 
ment of its genial president, Mr. Ha- 
venstein, mastered all difficulties, and 
which not only satisfied during the first 
weeks all the requirements of the em- 
pire, but also provided in the most lib- 
eral way possible for the monetary de- 
mands of trade. 

“The above mentioned creation of the 
Reichsdarliehenkassen was less of prac- 
tical consequence than of moral impor- 
tance, inasmuch as it established the 
confidence to obtain credits if neces- 
sary. These institutions, which were 
applied to a remarkably limited extent 
and which were continually reimbursed 
by their debtors, would have been 
drawn upon in even a much smaller 
measure had not the rate of interest 
charged by them, i. e., 5% per cent, been 
less than the rate of 6 per cent charged 
by the banks. So some people took up, 
with them, credits which, considering 
the easy money market, the banks 
would have been perfectly willing to 
grant. 

“It is especially due to the brilliant 
work of the Reichsbank and to the en- 
ergy of its president that at the out- 
break of the war Germany was the 
only belligerent country where no gen- 
eral moratorium had to be decreed. 
“The fact that, notwithstanding this, 
the number of failures did not increase, 
but, on the contrary, decreased consid- 
erably (3828 in the first half year of 
1915 as compared with 6234 during the 
first half year of 1914), clearly demon- 
strates the solidity of the German state 
of affairs. 

“So the banks are continually re- 
ceiving new deposits, the money mar- 
ket continually showing an easiness 
rarely witnessed before in Germany, 
and in consequence money is more 
plentiful and cheaper than even in En- 
giand. Whereas in London the private 
discount rate is quoted at present at 
5% per cent, the rate in Germany is 
lower by near 23 per cent, being 
quoted at about 3% per cent only. 
“From this low level of rates re- 
sulted, however, the fact that for the 
funds accumulated in the banks on 
which 1% per cent only could be al- 
lowed, other investments were looked 
for. No better could be found than 
the three war loans, yielding interest 
at & per cent. So the profits obtained 
from industrial and commercial enter- 
prise, the soldiers’ savings on their pay, 
and all the many kinds of savings and 
earnin of the public were avaliable 
for the loans. 

“Well-known is their brilliant suc- 
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| tion, the capacity and patriotism of 


the population. More than 25,600,000,000 
marks have up to now Been paid up. 
The German Empire has thus met the 
war expenses for the time past and some 
time to come by loans instead of by 
short credits. 

“The prices at which the German war 
loans could be issued (the first one at 
974%, the second one at 98%, the third 
one at 99 per cent) not only demonstrate 
the popularity of the loans, but also the 
wealth of the German nation and the 
confidence with which it is looking for- 
ward to the war's issue, a confidence 
— is being naan more and more 


by the events. Should the necessity 
arise to issue further loans in order to 
meet War expenses, they, too, will be 
successful in view of the intensive eco- 
nomical activity continuing without in- 
terruption. 

“At the Stock Exchange the settle- 
ment since the outbreak of the war had 
been adjourned. Although bonds and 
shares were nat officially quoted lively 
business took place, leading temporarily 
to such a boom in industria! shares, par- 
ticularly those of the war industry, that 
the authorities repeatedly had to inter- 
fere and even to threaten the closing of 


the Bourse buildings. For the foregoing 


reasons no minimum prices wnaterer f 
had to be fixed, as was the case in 
England. Meanwhile the settlement has 
successfully been carried through. 
“For some time the opinion prevailed 
abroad that the decline of the German 
exchange since the outbreak of the war 
might be considered as a depreciation 
of the intrinsic value of the reichmark 
This, of course, is totally wrong: our 
enemies also have in the meantime ex- 
Pperienced a notable depreciation of 
their exchange, which, just as with us. 
is due to a lack of export: leaving a 
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war expenses.

SENATE REPORT FOR 
SHIP BILL CHARGES 


Committee Finds Administration 
Did Not Act in Interest of 
Foreign Business Firms. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Charges cir- 
culated during the last session of Con- 
gress that administration officials acted 
in the interest of foreign business firms 
in urging the passage of the Govern- 
ment ship purchase bill, were held to be 
baseless in majority and minority re- 
ports filed today by the Senate Commit- 
tee appointed to investigate them. 
Both reports also found the shipping 
interests blameless of illegal activity in 
opposition to the measure. 
The majority denounced Theodore 
Roosevelt for failing to appear before 
the committee to testify concerning his 
published assertion that President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan “had endeav- 
ored in the interest of certain foreign 
business firms to secure for the United 
States the. power to purchase the in- 
terned ships of one of the belligerents. ’ 
Political Basis for Charge. 
The charge, the report said, had its 
origin “in that ungenerous trait of the 
human mind which makes it prone to 
attribute unworthy motives to redoubt- 
able rivals and particularly political an- 
tagonists.’’ 
“The writer,”” added the report, 
‘‘whose eminence was naturally calcu- 
lated to give weight to his utterances 
finding himself without any basis, even 
of a hearsay character, for his slander- 
ous attack upen the highest officer of 
his Government, simply resorted to a 
palpable sophistry to escape the respon- 
sibility for the assertion he had made.” 
While the committee found no evi- 
dence to indicate that the President 
or Secretary harbored any purpose 
to buy interned ships, the majority 
held that it was not difficult to con- 
ceive of reasons consistent with the 
most exalted motives that might in- 
duce the President to refrain from a 
public declaration that belligerents’ 
ships would not be bought. 

“Such an action,” said the report, 
“would rightly be construed as an 
abandonment of ou ights which ou: 
nation has vigorously maintained, to 
acquire merchant ships by bona fide 
purchase, though a state of war ex- 
ists involving the nation under whose 
flax they previously sailed.” 

Views of Minority. 

Senator Sutherland presented the 
minority report for himself and Sen- 
ator Penrose. “We do not concur,” 
it is said, “insofar as the report de- 
fends the bill itself, nor insofar as it 
insists there would be no impro- 
priety in the purchase of the bellig- 
erent idle ships. We believe the bill 
a thoroughly bad piece of legislation 
and are certain that to have pur- 
chased the boats now seeking secur- 
ity in Amevican harbors would have 
developed serious trouble for the 
United States.” 

With reference to criticism of Col. 
Roosevelt, the minority said: 

“We find ourselves unable to agree 
with the strictures with reference to 
ex-President Roosevelt.” 

The committee’s investigation was 
authorized by a resolution offered by 


Senator Burton and an amendment 
by Senator Williams, directing the 
inquiry as to whether the so-called 
shipping trust had maintained a 
lobby against the bill.

“After the war there will be in our 
country large quantities of goods ready 
for shipment and sale abroad, and large 
Glaims due abroad in favor of Germany 
and the proceeds of the sale of securi- 
tles held by Germany and representing, 
particularly as far as bonds and stocks 
in hostile countries are concerned, a 
value of many milliards, which wil) 
considerably contribute to support our 
rate of exchange. Our rate will secure 
a considerable improvement and wil! 
soon be normal again. 

“A comparison of the 
strength of Germany with conditions 
prevailing in England, France, Italy and 
Russia may appear unnecessary. A few 
figures and facts only I should like to 
etate and possibly to repeat. 

“Germany has had no general mora- 
torlum, whereas in England all claims 
remained unsettled for months; in 
France the legal respite is still in force. 
The banks of Germany have made pay- 
ments without interruption, in England 
their counters were closed at the out- 
break of the war for nearly one week, 
and in France the banks made monthly 
part payments of & per cent and 10 per 
cent only of the deposits for nearly half 
a year.

The issuing 
price does not exceed 87.25 per cent net, 
and is therefore inferior by 11\% per 
cent to the tasuing price of the third 
German war loan. 

“If Germany's enemies still ‘persist In 
doubting the economic strength of our 
country and hepe to vanquish {t by 
starvation or by means of economic su- 
periority, further lives and xoods must 
be uselessly sacrificed until the momen‘ 
when our enemies will have realised 
that this hope, too, is vain.’

WOULD COACH YALE 


Keogan of St. Louis U. Declares 
H. L. Williams Told Him It 
Was All Settled. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Jan, 4.—H. L. Wil- 
Hams, Director of Athletics at the 
University of Minnesota and coach of 
the Gopher football squad, when told 
today of the statement of George 
Keogan, St. Louls U. conch, to the 
effect that Williams had said he was 
to coach Yale, next season, denied it 
atrenuously. 

“] have never given out any such 
report to anyone. Furthermore, I did 
not even see HKeogan, if he was in 
this city recently.” 


Dr. Henry L. Williams, director of 


athletics at Minnesota University, will 
take charge of football at Yale next 
season, according to Coach George Keo- 
gan of St. Louis U., who returned yes- 
terday from Minneapolis. Keogan says 
he was told by Dr. Williams that his 
(Williams’) terms had been accepted by 
the New Haven authorities. 

-‘Dr. Williams’ accepted the Yale job 
only after receiving absolute assurance 
that he would have supreme command 
of the blue football situation,”’ said Keo- 
gan. 

“He insiste@a that the Yale system 
be reorganized so as to give the 
coach, and not the captain, the whip- 
hand on the gridiron. 

“Before his death, Tom Shevlin also 
advised against the continuation of the 
old Yale system of giving the Eli grid 
captain last say in the management of 
the football team. This privilege often 
was abused at New Haven. However, 
when Williams takes charge next sea- 

son, he will dominate the captain and 
also the Athletic Committee. He’s ‘to 
be the big noise, with the Spivileas of 
arranging Yale's achedule in the future. 
He will have a five-year contract.” 

Keogan says it is also generally un- 
derstood in Minneapolis that Brewer has 
accepted the call to Wisconsin, where 
he will have charge of athletics. There 
has been considerable dissension in the 
Badger ranks since the withdrawal of 
Bill Juneau, the coach. Brewer is con- 
sidered the right man to straighten 
things out. 

Keogan will take charge of the Billi- 
ken basket-ball team.at once and pre- 
pate for the pitas with Washington.

The recent demonstrations on M. Veni- 
zelos’ Saint’s day, as well as the fact 
that the Gounaris majority in the last 
elections has not yet ventured to de- 
mand the formation of a Gounaris Cab- 
inet, is considered indicative of the 
popular desire that M. Venizelos be re- 
turned to power in place of the present 
Cabinet, which is not in harmony. 

The stringent censorship on all tele- 
grams for political purposes has al- 
ready been the cause of two joint rep- 
resentations by the entente diplomats 
to the Government.

A BRITISH EXAMPLE TO AVOID. 

London news of the Cabinet crisis is replete 
with references to the “position” of this or that 
statesman. Several statesmen have not definitely 
made known their “positions.”” The “positions” 
of So-and-So and What’s-His-Name are not “‘de- 
cided.” “Positions” in every case are deliberately 
calculated. It is impossible to escape the con- 
clusion that “positions” are frequently calculated 
for their effect on the ultimate political career of 
the poser, and not primarily for the present good 
of the realm. 

That England should be cursed with petty ca- 
reer-making politicians at a crisis of her own 
career is one of the greatest ironies of this war 
period. In the spectacle, the example, of En- 
giand’s plight, there is much for our American 
statesmen and lawmakers at this moment to 
avoid. If there was ever a time calling for true 
legislators in republics and putting to test the 
integrity and character of representative govern- 
ment, that time is now. 
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HIGHLY MERITORIOUS COURT PETITION. 
In a local damage suit, which had been tried 
by stipulation without a jury and in which the 
Judge had rendered a verdict of $3500 for the 
plaintiff, the attorney for the utility company 
filed a motion for a new trial, setting forth that 
the instructions of the Court were faulty and the 
jury biased and prejudiced. - : 

It was, of course, one of those clerical errors 
due to the use of printed forms, for no attorney 
for a utility would wish to give so public an ex- 
ample of utility policies in resisting the course of 
justice. But the incident is none the less valuable 
on that account as an object lesson on the litiga- 
tion that consumes most of the time of the civil 
courts. 

Whatever the merits of a case, no contention is 
to be conceded until adjournments, efforts for new 
trials, appeals, other devices in dilatory proceed- 
ings have utilized all possibilities of wearing out 
the plaintiff, whether the city or a private. indi-

BREWERS THEIR OWN LIDMAEERS, 

Visitors to Cleveland discover that that city 
has lately been provided with a “lid” which 
seems on brief observation to be every whit as 
impervious as the “lid” jammed down several 
years ago on St. Louis and kept jammed down 
ever since. 

The saloons close just a few minutes before the 
legal hour at night. They remain closed until 
the legal hour fin the morning. They are as tight 
as a drum or a St. Louis bar on Sunday. Women 
and minors are not tolerated. Drunken men are 
refused intoxicants. 

Now up to a very recent date the typical Cleve- 
land saloon was offending in respect to all these 
things and some were doing worse. How and 
why the change was brought about is decidedly 
interesting. 

For the brewing. interests did it themselves. 

That is to say, in Cleveland the brewers are 
their own Joe Folks, their own Excise Commis- 
sioners, their own police force and morality 
squad. Ohio has a liquor law at least as drastic 
as Missouri’s, but it has been only partially en- 
forced. Now the brewers have undertaken its 
enforcement. 

If the brewers, who have a tolerably active 
secret service, learn that a saloonist has violated 
the law, they make complaint against him, if no 
one else does. They see that his license is taken 
away, if he persists. “We don’t want law break- 
ers in the saloon business,” say the brewers. 

But they do more than to insist on a perfunc- 
tory compliance with the letter of the law. They 
enforce full sanitary precautions behind the bar 
and scrupulous cleanliness elsewhere. They fight 
saloons that exhibit objectionable pictures or that 
are made the resorts of crooks. They are try- 
ing to make the dramshop respectable, 

The idea that a large part of the hostility to 
them is due to the failure to observe the very 
license law they insist is to be preferred to pro- 
hibition has been grasped by these brewers. Have 
they also grasped the idea that another large 
part of the hostility to them is due to pernicious 
activity in politics and frequent promotion of 
crooked political deals? 

With seven new states and more than 8,000,000 
people just transferred to the “dry” map, it is 
time both these ideas were grasped by the liquor 
interests everywhere. Until they are grasped 
the “wave” of prohibition sentiment cannot be 
expected to recede. 

It is not fanaticism to resent the presence in 
public life of the representatives of the liquor 
interests as vigorously as that of the représenta- 
tives of other special interests is remeaned.

A MICHIGAN ART DISCOVERY. 

The local incident at Grand Rapids at least 
gives us broader standards for judging art crea- 
tions. After the wondering populace there had 
puzzled over a picture in a temporary exhibit of 
American artists which was snpposed to be a 
design for a new style of mission furniture, a 
feminine visitor who complained that it made her 
head ache suggested that it be turned upside 
down. With the change made, it was seen to be 
a picture of sky and clouds above and a blue, 
rock-rimmed pool below. 

How many other mysteries of art might have 
been solved by this simple expedient? A final 
decision on the merits of no picture should be 
reached until it has been hung with each of its 
four sides uppermost in turn. To be perfectly 
safe it should be tested at least once with the 
back outermost and the face to the wall. 

Musical compositions should invariably be 
played backward if disappointing when played 
the usual way.
